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"~ THE DIPLOMATIC APPOINTMERTS.

The list of diplemstic sppointments which
was sent to the Seaate yesterday completes
the distribution of the wmore important mis-
sions, and gives o tolerably clenr view of
the principles of selection. Hobert Lin-
coln, for Minister to England, is & more
ereditable exnmple of bereditary sclection
than Fred Grant's sppointment. Mr. Lin-
coln, it iscertain, will be s zood represeat-
stive of the United States, although there is
no evidence as yet that he will be sn
especially brilliant one.

Murat Halstead tor Germany, and Allen
Thorndike Rice for Russia, arg, like White-
law Eeid's nomination to Paris, strong ap-
pointments, While these gentlemen’s posi-
tion in domestic politics has aronsed strong
autagonisms, and in various respects been
open to sharp eriticism, no one will deny
that they are men of marked ability and
bigh mental equipment But Mr. Hal-
stead’s diplomatic career is thréatened at
the outsct by an idiosynerasy of our poli-
fics. The offended speoter of Senatorial
dignity rises in Mr. Halstesd's pathway,
and, it is intimated, will put & wveto on his
publie services. This is on acconnt of the
very sharp eriticisme which Mr. Halsteail’s
paper made of the Seaste’s course in sup-
pressing iovestigation imto the purchase of
Senator Payoe's seat.

The position that the Senate would as-
sume by such sction would be a very re-
markable one. It would be a practical
avowal of the rule that eriticism of the
Senate's acts on public matters is forbidden,
ot pain of making the eritie inefigible to
office. A sort of fatality, too, sppears to
make the Senate quick to resent the eriti-
cisms that ure just and required by the
public interest. Schuyler's very moderate
expressions on the poliey of making a clean
sweep are fatal, but Whitelaw Reid's at-
tackson the Grant administration are not
objectionsble. This ineongruity will be
most marked it Halstead’'s wigorous de-
mands for the exposure of a rank piese of
corruption are held to disqualify him.

A featore of the diplomatic appointments
i that they do not represent any particular
faetion or interest in the Republican party.
Reid and Rice were Blaine men, Halstead
& Sherman man, Lincoln a Gresham man.
1t would be tos much to expect any mon-
partisans in the list; but the administration
is evidently not permitting personsl feel-
ings 1o infiluence its appeintments, at least
in the diplomatic line.

A REASON THE OTHERE WAY..

From a weseting of Wilkinsburg citizens
resolutions are reported against the proposed
increase of Judges' sularies, and also agninst
an allowance of mileage, because as it is
esid the Judges already ride on passes.
This reason would be a very good one why
s milesge rute should be established where
Judges travel in the discharge of their funoe-
tions, and the pass system abolizshed. It is
poor policy to keep the Bench on such short
commons that the eorporation courtesies are
sceeptable. If there is auy one class of offi-
cials for whom liberal pay is good policy it
iz the Judges. Whatever miay be true of
the eountry districts, where thecost of living
is comparatively light, the present salary of
$6,000 per annum for Allegheny county
Judges, for instance, offers bat an insignifi-
cant prospect of much of 8 competency for
themselves or their families in old age
That good snd able men are found to take
the places, and sometimes eager to get them
at that figure is true; but the same would
hold good if the salary were much lower.
The possibility of getting others to do the
work at less cost is not slways the ruling
consideration in private business; nor Is it
exactly the safest to apply to the Jodieinry.
As between paying a reasonable mileage, or
even liberal sularies to Judges, or having
them make ends meet by the “courtesy’ of
corporations, the public might wisely choose
the former.

ELECTIVE POSTMASTERS.

The rush for postofices which attends the
ineeption of & mew administration revives
the proposal to leave the choice of post-
masters to the people. The idea is not a pew
one; but it has received & notable impetus
of late. The people of Winchester, Mass.
recently adopted it by s meeting, somewhst
on the town meeting plan,to designate their
choice, and the example has been followed
at Hammondsport, N. Y., and other places
to & degree that has attracted sitention even
at Washington.

Hon, Henry Cabol Lodge, who is the
chumpion of the ides in its revived shape,
argues that until the postoffices are taken
out of politics, it is better that the pest-
master thould represent the choice of the
people in the locality of the office, than the
choice of a single member who has followers
to reward with plunder. This may be troe
of the country districts; but it is highly
guestionable of the city districts. Beyond
that, in addition to the entire reconstruction
of the constitutional theory which 1t in-
volves, it cannot be viewed as 8 &tep in the
direction of reform. Instead of being in
the direction of removing the postoffives
from-politics, it only pushes them further

into politics and seems 10 fix them there ir-
retrievably.

It might be a useful expedient for an ad-
ministration to eall upon the people to show
thewr preferences in the choice of fourth-
elsss postmastors of which the sppeinting
power can, in the nsture of the cuse, know
out Jittle; bul anv logal reform should bein
the direction of taking the postoffices out of
pelilics altogether.

- A TONIC POR COWARDS.

A day or two ago & big stesmer enterad®

To be sure the camel stands only second to
the mule for obstinacy and ngliness of tem-
per, though ns a peripatetic tank the ship
of the desert has rather the best of the
human varicty in the lower cireles of our
society. But the desirable qualities of the
Arab; bis horse and the African Hon proba-
bly would outweigh the camel and fellah
element, if the bones were carefully gronnd
down to powder, and then tastefully packed
in double-bottomed bottles of extra thick
glass with large eorks and artistio Iabels.

Such & preparation would doubtless find
favor with modern pugilists and others who
are wanting in ferocity and blood thirsti-
ness, “Busonce of Courage,” would be a
nice title, while a blue Arubon a yellow
horse fighting & red lion wonld be a taking
trade mark. This suggestion is donsted to
the patent medicine maker free of all
charges.

A TRANSPARENT PRETENSE.

Ttappears by a local article elsewhere that
some of the railway men are repeating their
old and threadbsre rase of adopting certain
lines of nction, for reasons best known to
themselves, and charging it to the inter
State Commeroe law.

The announvemrent that through rates
from Pittsburg to points beyond the Mis-
sissippi River are withdrawn under the
amended law, becanse of inability to under-
stand whether they will conflict with the
long-and-short haul clause, is. a peculiarly
transparent example of this old and thread-
bare pretense; Its utterly factitious char-
acter ean be shown in two ways.

First, the requirements of the fourth sec-
tion have not been changed by the amend-
ments. If the through rates which are
withdrawn, are a violstion of the new law,
they were a violation of the law before.
Second, the nature of that requirement is
very simple, sod has been thoroughly unm-
derstood, ever since the lJaw went into ef
fect. No one who has given any attention
to the matter, holds that 1t requires & rail-
road to kecps its local rate within the pro-
portion of the through rates on freight pass-
ing over its line between poinis beyond its
termini. The requirement is simply that,
in the case nsmed, the rate betwean the
Mississippi and Omabha shall not be greater
than the whole rate from Pittsburg or New
York to Omaha. This is the universal con-
struction of the act, and it so happens that
it has an authoritative basis in the defini-
tion of & through rate, as- “one contract and
one vovage' by the United States Supreme
Court, in the case of Wabash ve. Illinois,
decided before the inter-State Commerce
not wius passed.

One single fact exposes this pretense.
Most of the lines which withdrew the trans-
Mississippi rates are engaged in transporting
{reight from Chiesgo and Mississippi river
points 1o New York. [Everyone of them
charges more on the same freight delivered
at Pittsburg than their proportion of the
through New York rate. They have a
rightto do so under the law; and their
knowledge of the right exposes the hollow-
ness of the claim that they do not know
whether the law will permit the same thing
west of the Mississippi river.

Another point is pertinent. If the law
should be violated by excessive rates west
of the Mississippi—which the railway in-
terest hus been protesting are ruinously low
—the violators would be the trans-Missis-
sippi roads aod not those taking the freight
from Pittsburg. The law does not forbid
a cheap through rate. It forbids high local
rates in exoess of a coriain standard fixed in
relstion to the throughrates. Couseguently
the claim that this action is necessitated in
order to protect the Pittsburg sgents from
the incressed pensl provisions of the
amended act 18 exceedingly shallow,

The withdrawal of through rates to points
beyond the Mississippi will probably be a
great inconvenience to Pitisburg shippers.
1t is worth while, when that inconvenience is
felt, to remember that it is due to the sweet
will of the railroad agents and not in any
degreeto the inter-State Commerce act,

JOEN BRIGHT.

John Bright, the great English commog-
¢r,is dead. For mwany months this sad
event has been looked for, but nevertheless
the removal of sueh a noble character can-
not but demard the attention of the world.
Mr. Bright was not an Englishman of the
insular sort; his sympathies were not con-
fined to the limits of the British Empire,
his abilities were at the service of all man-
kind. Hisheart and body, when at their
strongest, were always fo be found on the
side of freedom and peace. During the war
of the Rebellion his voice was loudly heard
again and sgain, advocating the canse of
the North. Atall times he has shown the
highest regard and ‘warmest . friendship for
America.

If in later years his fidelity to the cause
of f ecedom has seemed to waver, and he has
been fonnd in the ranks of those who are re-
fusing to give Ireland her rights, it may be
said in charity that advancing years brought
with them infirmities of mind and body to
dull the keenness of his judgment. He has
done so much to succor the weak, to enrich
the common people and to preserve peace,
that he deserves to enter the kingdom of
eternal peace amid the praises of his fellow
men.

‘WHAT S0ME FIGURES EHOW.

The Mussachusetts remonstrants against
the cxtension of suffrage w0 women have
favored TeE DISPATCH with some statis-
ties as to the recent legislstive action on the
suffrage guestion. To the remonstrants
these statisties are presumably encouraging,
or elfe why should they cireulats them?
But we cannot so regard their significance.
Let us examine the resulis in the women’s
suffrage cause.

A municipal suffrage bill was defeated in
the Vermont Assembly by & vote of 192 1o
35, ‘This is apparently s rather severs
blow to the women’s suffrage movement, for
a similar bill passed the Vermont Legisla-
ture two years ago. A bill of similar char-
scter wae defeated 1n the Maine Assembly
by 80 to 42 votes; and 1n the Senate of 17 to
9. In Messaehusetts 2 municipal suffeage
bill was defested in the House on March 12;
by 127 to T8, . g

In the Legitlatures of Dakota, Ohio, Ne- |
braska, Nevads, New Hampshire aod Con-

necticut, bills on Constitutional smend-
ments in the iaterest of women's suffrage
were voted down or shalved. Thess results,
we repest, the remonstrants regard as high-

1y satisfactory.
But it is not significant of the growing

many attempts should have been made to
secure favorable legislation? And do not
the figures of the vote in the Houses of
Vermont, Maine and Massachusstis show
that the friends of the women’s suffrage
enunse are many in number? In Massachu-
setts seventy-eight out of two hundred and
five Assemblymen voted o give women the
right to vote in -municipal elections. The
remonstrants are doing their fair opponents
good service in making known the growth
of the latter's strength.
